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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is a response to the Applicant's filing on May 09, 2005. In virtue of this 
filing, claims 1-6 are currently presented in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the following limitations: 
Circuit arrangement for operating a high pressure discharge lamp comprising a 
first circuit part for modulating the reference signal Sref at a modulation frequency that 
equals the frequency of the commutation of the DC current by subsequently, decreasing 
the reference signal Sref by an amount ASref during a first time interval At1 that starts a 
second time interval At2 before each commutation of the DC current, maintaining the 
reference signal at the decreased value during a third time interval At3, increasing the 
reference signal Sref by an amount ASref during a fourth time interval At4, and 
characterized in that the circuit arrangement further comprises a second circuit part for 
adjusting at least one parameter chosen from the group formed by ASref, At1 , At2, At3 
and At4 in dependency of a parameter chosen from the group formed by the power 
consumed by the lamp, the lamp voltage and the lamp current, in combination with the 
remaining claimed limitations as claimed in claim 1 (claims 2-6 are allowed for 
depending on claim 1).
